WHEREAS in accordance with 


the agreeim nt between His Britannic 
Majesty’s Government ami the French Government respecting the boundary 
line between Syria and Palestine from the Mediterranean to El ilamine (which 
was published as Command Paper P.HO of the year 192R), certain villages 
hitherto in Svria now' come within the area of Palestine, and it is necessary to

make provision for the jurisdiction with regard to cases arising in such villages, 

NOW, in accordance with the powers vested in me by Articles .‘fit and 4f> 
of the Palestine Order in Council, IP22, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

The following villages which have hitherto been in Syria shall, as from 
the date of this order, be within the jurisdiction of the respective Magistrates' 
Courts set out against their names helow:
